the most active developers of distressed assets in the Chicago

market; under his leadership, the company received national

notoriety with media and brand outlets such as Bloomberg, Bravo

TV, CB2, Bloomingdales Home, Crain's Business, Chicago

Sun-Times, Better Homes & Gardens, and Renovation Style; and
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WHEREAS, Jay Michael served as a Board Trustee for

Richmond, The American International University in London and

was involved in several philanthropic organizations throughout

Chicago, such as the Museum of Science and Industry,

RefugeeONE, Common Threads, Heartland Alliance, and FLATS

Studio; and

Michael worked for CNBC Europe's London Headquarters; and

WHEREAS, Jay Michael enjoyed living healthy, philanthropy,

antiquing, traveling, and food; he was cast as one of 6 members

on "100 Days of Summer", a Bravo channel reality show in 2014;
